The following is in response to your, request as to whether asbestos was contained in the 
various materials used to fireproof the structural steel and decking above the ceiling level on 
the 40th floor of One World Trade Center. 

Extensive sampling and testing has been performed on these materials used to fireproof the 
structural steel and decking above the ceiling level on the floors of The World Trade Center. 
All sampling of fireproofing material was conducted in accordance with procedures outlined in 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) publication, "Guidance for 
Controlling Asbestos Containing Material in Buildings". The testing of these samples was 
conducted at the laboratory of the Port Authority Asbestos Management Division which is a 
participant in the USEPA Bulk Asbestos Sample Quality Assurance Program.
